STEDMAN MURDER 
INQUEST CLOSES 


Jury Finds Convict No. 135 Respon- 
sible—Details of Thursday’s 
Horrible Crime. 


That Richard H. Stedman met his 
death at the Alberta Penitentiary on 
Thursday, April 15, 1909, by & blow on 
the head inflicted with an axe in 
the hands of Gary R. Barrett, a life 
convict, was the verdict which waa 
fiven this afternoon at the inquest 
held by Coroner Forin, which open- 
ed at the Penitentiary, and which 
resumed at ten o'clock this morning. 

The evidence submitted by  In- 
structor Pope and the’ four prisoners, 
who were in the carpenter shop at 
the time of the murderous assault, 
showed that there was no provocation 
and that there was absolutely no 
conspiracy among the prisoners to 
gain their liberty. Warden MeCau- 
ley, in his evidence, said, that on the 
day previous to the crime Barrett had 
complained to him that the Deputy 


Warden would not let him see the 
doctor, As far as is known, this is 
the only possible cause for the malice 
which Barrett bore to the Deputy 
Warden. Evidence was given that 
Barrett, who was known as convict 
No. 135, had a violent temper and 
was given to grumbling, because, aa 


he claimed, he had not been given a 


fair trial on the charge of murder, 
which brought him to the peniten- 
tiary He seemed to have more of a 
grudge against his keepers than 
against those who sent him there. 


‘I considered him a low, sneaking 
coward,”’ said Warden McCauley, in 
his evidence, ‘‘and I often told th 
Deputy Warden to look out for that 


man.” 


The jurors at the inquest were: F 
ik. Goode (foreman), Len, Goodridge, 
W. Gouin, R. Dewar, J. Dewar and 


W. Elliott The jury was empanel- 
led yesterday afternoon and at three 
o'clock viewed the body of the late 


Deputy Warden and the carpenter 
room where the crime was commit 
ed. After the evidence, which was 
heard at the session this morning, 
the jury remained out for not more 
than ten minutes, when they return- 
ed the verdict as above stated 


Instructor Pope's Evidence. 
Instructor Pope was the first wit- 
called He said he generally 
had 6 to 8 men under his charge, but 
only five on April 15th. Tt was cus 
tomary for the deputy warden to visit 
his department and he did so on the 
morning of the 15th on his regular 
rounds, 

“The deputy warden entered the car- 
penter shop and walked to my bench,” 
Instructor Pope. “He took a 
glance on eithe rside as he walked to 
me, IJ sitting down at the time 
and was lsying down a case chain 
which I had taken from the matron’s 
department on April 14th. I had put 
in two new links and was informing 
the deputy warden of the repairs

‘Oh, that’s good.’ .Then I heard a 


heavy thud and the deputy warden

Winston Spencer Churchill's No 
Proposal to Abolish Sweating 
Some Trades—Boards to Fix 
Minimum Wages—Text of His 
Speech Introducing Bill. 


One of the most remarkable legie 
lative proposals that have ever been 
laid before the British House of Com 
mona, and one which attempts to go 
to the root_of a great industrial pro- 
blem, is Mr, inston ~~ Ohurehiil's 
trade boards bill, which he intro- 
uted -the other day as government 
wieéasure. Mr. Churchill, who was 
teeeived with cheers from the Labor 
betiches, said: I shall not attempt 
this afternoon to enter into any argu. 
ment upon the subject of the trade 
boards bill, nor shall I attempt to 
deal with the many cogent and seri- 
ows criticisms which may admittedly 
be directed against legislation of this 
character, | shell resetve for a 
later stage the defence which I am 
prepared to offer on the different 
points that are raised. Amd there- 
fore 1 will omly offer one word of ac- 
knowledgment in passing to those 
who have for many years labored on 
this subject, and to those private 
Mmentbers to whose exertions in for- 
mer sessions the present position of 
this question is largely due. The 
eentral principle of the trade boards’ 
bill is the establishment of ‘trade 
boards in certain trodes where the 
evils of sweating prevail, and the fix- 
ing by those boards of a minimum 
standard of wages and the enfores- 
ment by those boards of that mini- 


tum when fixed (Labor cheers.) 
But the boards will exercise other 
functions besides their principal 


statutory function of fiixing a mini- 
mim rate of wages. They will be 
centres of information—and I hope 
they will beeome foci of  organiza- 
lion—and as centres of organization 
they may, as time goes on, be charg- 
ed with some aspects of the adminis- 
tration of the Truck Acts, with some 
parts of the working of the “‘partieu- 
lars’? clause, and with questions of 
the training of workers; and they will 
also be able to afford information on 
the subject of unemployment. They 
will generally be, mot merely boards 
for the purpose of fixing a ainimum 
rate of wages—though that is their 
primary purpose—but boards design- 
ed to nourish and cherish the inter- 
ests of the workers, and to foster a 
healthy state of industry within the 
particular trade in which ‘they oper- 
ate, (Labor cheers.) 
The First to Be Scheduled. 

The trades which will be scheduled

(6) 
The machine-made ‘laceand nettinish- 
ing trade; and @) the vegedy-made 
blouse trade. These are the trades 
that are scheduled in the ‘bill for a 
beginning, but power is taken to ex- 
tend the provisions to other trades 
by an order which acquires valadity 
when it has lain on the table of the 
House unchallenged for thirty days. 
So much for the scope of the ‘bill. 

How the Boards Will Be Created. 

There are two methods ‘by whieh 
trade boards may ‘be celled into be- 
ing. You may make local trade 
boards in the different districts im 
any trade affected, and then you may 
federate all these boards  togetier 
and form a central council. On the 
other hand, you may form a ‘trade 
board for the whole trade, and de- 
volve from that board duties and 
powers to local trade boards set wp in. 
the particular districts of the trade. 
Having to choose ‘between the prin- 
ciple of devolution from a central’ 
body and a federation of local ‘bodies 
into a central body we have chosen 
devolution from a central body. It 
is of very great importance that the 
balance should ‘be held even between 
one district and another in some of 
these trades, and therefore I feel that 
any system of this character must be 
gripped and co-ordinated strongly 
from the eentre in each trade. (Hear, 
hear.) A trade board having been 
formed in any trade, it establishes a 
district trade committee. A district 
trade committee will consist of local 
representatives of the employers and 
of the workmen and a proportion of 
the members of the central trade 
board. The trade board itself will 
also be composed of representatives 
af the employers and of the workers, 
but the trade board in any trade will 
also have three expert paid official 
members.

nse to enforce these rates the powers 
which we are, going to ask parlia- 
ment to confer by the bill. I say at 
the outset that the enforeement will 
be effective in proportion as there is 
a strong element of support among 
the workers and among the employers 
in fhe trade itself. (Cheers.) But it 
is also necessary—and I could not be 
responsible for the act without that 
necassity being met—that fall powers 
ef ‘enforcement, not anly by the in- 
vestigation of complaints but ‘by in- 
spéction and detection, should rest in 
thethands of the authorities adminis- 
tering the act. (Labor cheers.) The 
use of Such powets must ,of course, 
depend upon the circumstances of each 
particular varying trade and each par- 
ticularly. varying district,but that these 
nowers should be taken under the act 
is, in our judgment, esential. (Cheers.) 
We therefore take powers which au- 
thorize entry into factories and work- 
shops, atrd the attendance at all places 
where work is being given out at all 
reasonable and suitable times, The 
powers which the act confers comprise 
the investigation of complaints and 
also provision for a thoroughly effici- 
ent system of inspection ‘by officers 
who will Gevote their whole time to 
the work ,and who will -be appointed 
with the sanction of the board of trade, 
to work under the trade ‘board in each 
partioular trade and under the local 
committee in each particular district’ 
Arrangements are made in the bill to 
utilize the services of the factory in- 
spectors of the home office, who are 
engaged in covering ground not far 
removed from that on which we are 
now entering.

therefore, have to contribute through 
some other channel thet part of the 


country’s liquor expenditure which now 


goes into the national treasury in the 
form of duties and license fees 

The amount of the national liquor 
revenue has already been stated. The 
Paregate of ail the Provincial and 
municipal revenues from the liquor 
traffic is less than $2,000,000. If we take 


the total national, provincial and muni 
cipal collections from the liquor traffic 
as amotnting to 816,500,000 and deduct 
this from the amount paid for strong 
drink we have «till left $66,967,609 ax the 
loss caused by the traffic. The people of 
Canado are today poorer by that amount 
than they would have heen had the 
liquor traffic not been in operation dur 
ing the past twelve months. 
As to Indirect Losses, 

The amount of money actually paid 
for strong drink is only a part of the na 
tional verishment caused by the 
liquor tra Most of that money, if 
not spent for drink, would have been 
invested in other products, which would 
have demanded capital, raw materia! 
and labor. The business industries of the 
country would have been more prosper 
ous, more wages would have been earned 
There would have been not only larger 
production, but wider distribution of 
wealth, 

It must be remembered that the pro- 
duction of liquor employs comparatively 
few men, and pays comparatively small 
wages proportionate to the amount of 
money it From the figures of 
the special census of manufacturing ‘n- 
dustries taken in 16 we learn that for 
every million dollars of capital invested 
the liquor traffic employed only 150 men, 
while the average of other industries em 
ploved 472 men, and that the liquor traf 
fic paid less than $86,000 in wages, while 
the average of other industries paid 
more than $198,000 in wages. 

Urges Overthrow of System. 

There are large public expenditures 
chargeable against the liquor traffic, 
such as a proportion of the cost of the 
establishment and maintenance of asy 
lums for the insane, hospitals, 


absorbs 


prieons, 


courts, police forces and sa host of other 
corrective and charitable institutions 
and agencies, To all this must be added 


the loss caused through the elimination 
from the working power of the country, 
of all the men and women with whom 
these institutions deal, This statement 
is already too long to permit of detailed! 
estimates of any. of these enormous 
losses 

Furthermore, the foregoing caleula 
tions do not deal at all with the worst 
effects of the drink system, the phys 
sical, and moral injury that 
thereby brought upon many members of 


social
